_ [NOR several years, J. Warren MacClatchie has 

been breeding Thoroughbreds and racing a 
' small West Coast stable. But when he purchased 
the stallion High Quest last year, California 
breeders were aware that he intended to take up 
this business of breeding Thoroughbreds seriously. 

Mr. MacClatchie has owned his 500-acre ranch 
at Newhall for some time, but he started out rais- 
ing Palominos. Several years ago he switched to 
Thoroughbreds, and now he has 43 on the ranch, 
‘plus a few at Hollywood Park. His ranch is 
managed by Alfred McBrain, who recently gave 
up training horses in favor of raising them. De- 
spite the acute shortage of help, he has all the 
stock in nice shape. 

Double Vee Ranch is located next to the Gaf- 
fers Ranch in the floor of a valley, with a few of 
the ten paddocks on gently sloping hills. A 
stream bisects the ranch, and provides ample 
water for overhead irrigation. Maple and oak

trees provide cooling shade, which is usually very 
welcome in this hot part of the State. 

The farm has stalls for 45 horses in three dif- 
ferent wooden barns. Several of the stalls have 
adjoining paddocks, so the horses can wander in 
and out at will. As soon as it is possible to build, 
Mr. MacClatchie plans to remodel the present 
barns and build an additional broodmare barn. 
There is a half-mile training track whose infield 
is used to raise some of the alfalfa and oat hay 
grown for the horses. 

As Mr. McBrain had been at the ranch only a 
few weeks, and the records hadn’t been turned 
over to him yet, I wasn’t able to get much in- 
formation about the 16 broodmares, other than 
that one named Sweepingly (1929, by Sweep On— 
*Pasquita, by Sundridge) seemed to be Mr. Mac- 
Clatchie’s favorite. When I asked if any breeding 
or feeding practices were followed that differed 
from the usual procedures on other farms, Mr. 
McBrain said that none were, unless it was the 
feeding of cows milk in mashes to the weanlings 
and yearlings. 

The best known horse at this ranch is High 
Quest (1931, by *Sir Gallahad III—Etoile Fi- 
lante, by Fair Play). He was bred by Marshall 
Field, and purchased at the Saratoga Sales by 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane for $3,500. The sue- 
cess of High Quest’s sire doesn’t need repeating 
here. His maternal line is one of the strongest 
in America, as Etoile Filante produced several 
stakes winners and dams of stakes winners. High

Quest’s second dam, Chit Chat, by *Rock Sand, 
produced Chatterton, the leading sire of 1932. 

High Quest has had his ups and downs. He 
was a brilliant runner. He raced only at two and 
three, when he defeated such horses as Cavalcade 
(his stablemate), Discovery, Agrarian, Time Sup- 
ply, Good Goods (another stablemate), etc. He 
started 13 times and won six races and $52,192, 
including the Preakness, Wood Memorial, and 
Eastern Shore Handicap. 

He entered the stud at H. N. Davis’ Blue Grass 
Heights Stock Farm, Lexington, in 1935, and for 
several years was shifted between his home farm, 
Brookmeade, in Virginia, and a number of Ken- 
tucky farms. His stud fee was $500 at first, then 
it went up to $1,000 for 1938. His winners in- 
cluded the stakes winners Search and Strength. 
But as none of his foals had been outstanding to 
that date, he was disposed of at the Lexington 
Fall Sales in 1943. Here he was at the nadir of 
his career, as he brought only $150, going to the 
veteran horseman William J. Dowling. He stood 
for the 1944 season at Mr. Dowling’s farm at 
Northville, Mich. 


Last year, War Knight, a handsome son of 
High Quest, distinguished himself by winning the 
$50,000 added Arlington Handicap and other 
races, and Great Power, out of the High Quest 
mare Royal Venture, was also a stakes winner. 
High Quest was on the upgrade as a sire, and 
Mr. MacClatchie purchased him, paying a great 
deal more than the $150 Mr. Dowling had paid. 

High Quest is a good-sized horse. He isn’t the 
rounded, beautiful type of Thoroughbred, but is 
sturdy and powerful. He was once the cause of a 
$10,000 lawsuit—he bit an Almahurst Farm em- 
ployee, who sued for that amount, claiming that 
the stallion was vicious. The suit was dismissed. 
The horse appears tractable enough now, but Mr. 
McBrain said that he needs watching. 

Also at Double Vee Ranch is the young stallion 
Shantytown (1937, by *Hilltown—Sun Surplice, 
by *Sun Briar). Sun Surplice is out of Surplice, 
the dam of nine winners, including Time Supply, 
Algol, and Crap Shooter. Shantytown was bred 
by Willis Sharpe Kilmer and sold as a Saratoga 
yearling for $2,700. He is an attractive horse, 
smoothly finished. His first foals arrived this 


year, and there are three nice weanlings by him. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


There are six weanlings in all, and four year- 
lings at this ranch, all nice youngsters, with good | 


bone. But the pride of the farm is the first 
MacClatchie-bred High Quest. The dam, *Made- 
laine (by Aberglaube), was purchased in foal to 


this stallion, and the foal was born at the ranch } 


this spring. An application to name him Highas- 
akite has been filed with the Jockey Club. 

In the future the Double Vee foals will be sold 
as yearlings at the California Breeders Sales. If 
they are as good as the ones at the farm now they 
should bring good prices.

or even a 17-year-old, I would think that he shows 
high promise. In this case perhaps you would like 
to take advantage of a standing offer of THE 
BLoop-HorsE and send him to Lexington to work 
in our offices and get acquainted with horses and 
horsemen and some of the rudimentary ideas of 
the Turf. 

There are a good many things wrong with rac- 
ing as it exists today (and especially as it flour- 
ishes at the moment), just as there are things 
wrong with democracy, capitalism, education, poli- 
tics, the press, and other aspects of this compli- 
‘ated life we lead. To preserve the good in our 
numerous institutions we must have strong, well 
informed, level-headed critics who can see the 
evil and find the way to destroy it without de- 
stroying the whole. A part of this function be- 
longs to the press. We share the responsibility 
with you and thousands of other publications. 

We cannot do anything, of course, to make your 
editorial writers strong or level-headed, but we 
can help a little toward their being well informed, 
that is, if you are going to be concerned with our 
special field. A nice, bright boy who could write 
an editorial like that would be worth developing. 

If the editorial about racing was written by an 
adult, we wouldn’t be able to help much. Appar- 
ently what you would need would be a psycholo- 
gist or a psychiatrist, as this is possibly a case of 
arrested development which might be made better 
by the release of repressed material inhibiting 
emotional development. On the other hand, it 
might be cheaper and more efficient to look about 
for a more mature person to write your editorials. 
(I would really like to see a Rorschach on this 
one.) 

I am ignoring, of course, the rumor that the at- 
tack on racing was written, or inspired, by Mrs. 
Clare Boothe Luce because she doesn’t like Mrs. 
Elizabeth Nightingale Graham. 

In any case, with such a critical shortage of 
competent help, I hope you will take good care of 
yourselves and guard against overworking to the 
point of hysteria.

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torial page has solved some of the more difficult 
problems of humanity are an important part of 
your stock in trade, and I do not think you will 
wish to jeopardize your reputation for pontificat- 
ing by repeating such unsophisticated perform- 
ances. It is all right for Homer to nod, but if he 
goes through such paranoiac nightmares very 
often he isn’t Homer any more. 


Guilty or Phony 


CALLED up your offices last Thursday to ask 

permission to reprint the editorial whose head- 
ing was “The Race Horse: He may take our 
money away from us but he need not make us 
hypocrites, too.”” The permission was refused, as 
it would have been contrary to your rules. This 
was disappointing in a mild way, as it would 
have saved a lot of trouble. We could simply have 
reprinted the editorial without comment, as _ it 
carries its own suicidal refutation in nearly every 
paragraph, to a reader who either (a) knows any- 
thing about horses or (b) does his own thinking. 

I think I must have more confidence in the intel- 
ligence of the American people than most editors 
and most politicians. Large numbers in both of 
these categories seem to base their arguments and 
actions upon the theory that people are just natu- 
rally stupid and cannot come to any conclusions 
except those to which they have been led. Give 
me the first fifty people coming out of a movie, a 
subway, a race track, a church, or a penitentiary, 
and I will expect to find among them more wisdom 
than among any group whose lives are dedicated 
to the task of trying to pull the wool over their 
eyes. 

But—pardon my own digression into the field 
of righteous indignation—about that editorial. 
Though I can’t reprint it, I can quote, and have 
you a moment to listen to what you have said? 

The theme and conclusion of the editorial is in 
the last paragraph: 


It is far better to be a nation of confessed 
gamblers than of phony horse lovers. 


Did the copy-reader poise a doubtful pencil over 
those adjectives, confessed and phony, and did he 
finally say to himself, “Aw, what the hell, we have 
to go to press whether it makes sense or not’? If 
he debated, there’s a chance for a little more de- 
liberation next time. 

Look, Life. People have more sense than to be 
tricked by rhetoric like this. When you give a 
man a chance to classify himself either as a con- 
fessed gambler or a phony horse lover, he is going 
to know that there are other classifications, and 
that they were in use long before the October 22 
Life came out of the postoffice. 

Look again at the expression confessed gam- 
blers. If a man is a gambler, he doesn’t have to 
confess. When a Congressional committee some 
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years ago asked Col. E. R. Bradley what his busi- 
ness was, the Colonel said, “I am a gambler,” and 
Time put his picture on the front cover. The 
Colonel wasn’t confessing. He was simply stat- 
ing a fact. Confession implies guilt. There is no 
guilt in gambling on horse races. About eight 
generations of Americans have bet on horses, in- 
cluding several presidents from Washington to 
Truman, and today more people are betting on 
them than ever before. 

I don’t like it any better than you do that so 
many of them are betting so much today, but I 
won’t stoop to any such low-down rhetorical trick 
as you have employed to get them to stop it. 

Look at the other horn of this dilemma of classi- 
fication. If one who goes to the races is not a 
confessed gambler he can be a phony horse lover, 

By this token there is no room left for casual 
enjoyment or sincere interest. 

The classification of race-goers as confessed 
gamblers or phony horse lovers is roughly equiva- 
lent to the classification of editors as confessed 
sophists or phony wizards; of political figures as 
confessed mountebanks or phony statesmen; of 
editorials in Life as snide tricks or phony pontifi- 
cation. 

In the same pattern, Life refers to “this ancient 
sport of kings and bums.” This will provide the 
race-goers who read Life many happy hours de- 
ciding their own classification. Since there are no 
kings in America, it follows that about a fourth of 
us are bums, as about that proportion of the popu- 
lation confesses to having seen a horse race in the 
last three years. 


Bright Sayings of Life 


HE emotional maturity of Life’s editorial writ- 

er is measured, plainly enough for anyone to 
read, in a few choice quotations. The lines which 
follow do not suggest that their writer will take 
kindly to logic or the truth, now or hereafter. 


A country that has just won a war without 
the use of a single mounted regiment ‘stands 
in danger of making a hero, or at least a fet- 
ish, of the horse. 


“The turf” was well defined seven, years 
ago by Paul Gallico as a collection of “eager, 
greedy people, all swept together by the com- 
mon fever engendered by trying to obtain 
something for nothing.” (Mr. Gallico could 
aim a slander as well as he could mix a meta- 
phor. | 


All true “spectator sports” allow the spec- 
tator some mental or emotional participation 
.... But who identifies himself with a horse? 
{The world’s largest guest book is Man 0’ 
War’s, and nobody has had a bet on him for a 
quarter-century. | 
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The fact is, of course, that the American 
thoroughbred has not been improved in any 
visible way for a hundred years. (Life would 
be an authority on this subject. ] 


Yet 19 state governments, in the hypocriti- 
cal American way, are now accepting the easy 
tax money in public lotteries without admit- 
ting that their standards of fiscal morality 
have changed at all. They must pretend that 
horses attract a special, healthy kind of gam- 
bling, that the public is really more interested 
in the sport than in the dough. (If the writer 
of these lines does not like the hypocritical 
American way let him find where there are no 
hypocrites betting on horse races. It may be 
that in Thibet there is no horse racing, but I 
am not well informed on this. ] 


The horse industry, to its credit, is trying 
to make this pseudointerest real. It has 
launched a big publicity campaign. (Has it?] 


If it were possible to popularize the race 
horse, sports writers would long since have 
done so. (Hey! I thought you said the race 
horse was already too popular.] For an ex- 
ample of their perverse sentimentality, we 
need look no further than the recent obitua- 
ries of Exterminator (“Old Bones”). (So the 
affection for Exterminator was perverse sen- 
timentality. And editorials in Life are pro- 
found and full of understanding. Oh, well! 
live and learn. ] 


As a sputtering climax, Life condemns the horse 
because (a) his flesh “is not willingly eaten,” (b) 
his intelligence is inferior to a pig’s (“He remains 
feebly responsive to all but the cruelest stimuli, a 
yank on the mouth or a kick in the groin), (c) he 
“has not yielded a single major discovery to 
genetics,” and (d) he cannot run as fast as a 
20-year-old motorcycle. From these observations 
it is concluded: “It is time to send the horse back 
to the wilds.” 


Reasons—and Patience 


F you will call off that hospital case who is still 

ambulant in your editorial offices, we can find 
common ground and a common language for dis- 
cussion of this problem. I can begin by agreeing 
that there is too much betting on horse races; if 
not too much for the good of the bettors, at least 
too much for the good of the races, which ought to 
be enjoyed in moderation. There’s a lot more we 
agree on, but let’s assume that we’re sensible 
enough to understand this common ground. 

Before I go any further, however, I shall have 
to ask you to reconsider that remark about the 
“hypocritical American way.” It doesn’t hold 
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water. 


I don’t like to talk that way about Amer- 
icans, who in consensus exercise judgment as 
sound as those who write editorials for them to 
read. 

Now, this editorial of yours speaks of confessed 
gamblers and phony horse lovers, sneers at the 
improvement of the breed, calls racing people 
bums, and otherwise questions the mental integ- 
rity of the Turf. You have been reading the 
wrong literature. 

Do you want to know why people go to the 
races? Of course, you know already that they go 
there to gamble and that they are gambling more 
because they have more. But they can go to lots 
of places and gamble, and most of them do—which 
ought to signify something. Why do they go to 
the races? Is it because they are such hypocrites 
that they have talked themselves into being phony 
horse lovers? 


For your information, there was a very sub- 
stantial poll taken recently to discover a number 
of things about people and their attitude toward 
racing. (We have been concerned about this 
business longer than you have.) The largest 
group say people go racing because it’s a pleasant 
pastime and provides lots of thrills. About a 
fourth mention among their reasons the fact that 
racing provides an opportunity to see fine horses. 
It occurred to only 7 per cent of the persons inter- 
viewed to state that people go to the races because 
of their love of horses. 

So you’re wasting valuable space when you try 
to scold people out of a phony love of horses. 
Some people do love horses, but you wouldn’t 
know about that, just as you can’t know about 
loving people until you have tried it. 


If you want to attack something, hit it where 
it is vulnerable. The worst thing about gambling 
on the races is that it costs money and takes 
time, as what doesn’t? Now, if you want to per- 
suade the great American hypocrite, as you have 
called him, not to spend so much money and time 
at the races, see if you can’t get him to cut down 
his attendance. 

Twenty-four per cent of voters in the United 
States say they have seen a horse race in the last 
three years, and the average attendance of this 
group is 3.4 times in three years. Perhaps you 
can think of reasons why this average should be 
reduced to 3.3 times in three years, or 1.1 times 
per year. 

Or, if you can find a little patience, it may not 
be necessary to do any persuading. When there 
are better things to spend money for—automo- 
biles, washing machines, radios, baby buggies, 
houses—betting on horse races should subside into 
its proper place faster than any of us can push it.

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The Race Horse Is 
Worth His Price 


ISTORTED facts combined with unsubstanti- 
ated statements, whether intentional or unin- 
tentional, are most dangerous. Unfortunately it 
is often the case that wide publicity is given such 
things. Recently (October 22, 1945) a most un- 
usual editorial, ““‘The Race Horse, he may take 
our money away from us but he need not make 
us hypocrites, too,” appeared in Life, evidently 
pointed at racing but ending in a general con- 
demnation of all horses and suggesting that they 
be sent back to the wilds. Let us examine this 
editorial which has unfortunately been given a 
4,000,000 circulation to probably a few less than 
15,000,000 people .... most of whom want to be- 
lieve it as it is. 
First, it is true that this country has just won 
a war “without the use of a single mounted regi- 
ment,” but what an unfair and misleading state- 
ment that proves when one knows the true facts 
which make it possible. Lack of transportation 
for animals to far distant theatres of war made it 
impossible for our armies to use them even though 
Patton, Truscott, Merrill, and others needed and 
called for them. General Patton has said “in al- 
most any conceivable theatre of operations, situa- 
tions arise when the presence of horse cavalry, in 
a ratio of a division to an army, will be of vital 
moment.” “. .. Had we possessed an American 
cavalry division with pack artillery in Tunisia 
and Sicily, not a German would have escaped.” 
General Truscott said, “. . . Without this animal 
support the operation of the Fifth Army in the 
mountains of Italy would never have been pos- 
sible.” “The need for mounted reconnaisance and 
combat elements to work in close cooperation with 
the infantry in rough terrain was no less marked 
than the need for pack animals.” ‘Motors were 
tied to the roads by inaccessible terrain. Horses 
and men on foot were the only things that could 
move.” 


Many other similar statements by those who 
suffered for the lack of mounted units could be 
given but space does not permit. The following 
statement made by General O. Pronin of the Red

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cavalry. Soviet cavalry is a powerful force for 
developing a successful defensive and is highly 
effective in defense.” 

Improvised cavalry and pack organizations 
were hastily thrown together and used to great 
advantage in Italy. Thousands of pack animals 
were flown over the hump and many more were 
dropped by airplane and glider to our troops back 
of the Japanese in Burma. This and the great 
use made of cavalry by our Russian Allies shows 
the need of horses and mules even in the most 
highly mechanized armies. This is a mechanized 
age and the motor rightly replaces the horse 
wherever it can do the job better. But there are 
times and places where a machine cannot function 
but the horse and mule can go on. Throughout 
civilization the horse has always been man’s clos- 
est friend and helpmate, both in war and peace, 
and doubtless will continue to be for years to 
come. 

Attendance at races has been much larger and, 
due to causes familiar to all, money has been 
freer, with the natural result that betting has 


been heavier. But can this be blamed on the 
horse? Racing is popular and the public enjoys 


it, and the public has a way of finding its recrea- 
tion and pleasure where it desires. Unfortunately 
there are “eager, greedy people... trying to get 
something for nothing” in racing as in all games 
and many businesses, not overlooking the Stock 
Exchange, and as noted some states think too 
much of the heavy “take” they impose. Such 


things open racing to criticism, some justified, and 
no one realizes it more than the real horseman, 
breeders, trainers, owners and thousands of others 
who really love the horse. 
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To such people racing is a true spectator sport, 
allowing them mental and emotional participation. 
These lovers of the sport have studied the breed- 
ing, watched the training and the conditioning, 
and evaluated the previous races of their horses, 
and all in all take more interest in and know the 
individual horses better than the average baseball 
or football fans know the players. 

It may be well to mention here that every phase 
of racing is as carefully supervised and controlled 
as either of the above mentioned sports. Unfor- 
tunately all have become too highly commercial- 
ized and the betting instinct of the average Amer- 
ican is overindulged in all of them, but to the 
true lover of any sport “the game is the thing.” 

Unfortunately, newspaper and radio reports of 
betting at tracks, while undoubtedly true, are 
often grossly misleading. For instance, the edi- 
torial in Life states “they bet $1,126,000,000 in 
1944.” This sounds as if that tremendous amount 
was not only bet but lost. The following story 
will, I hope, overcome such misconceptions. Some 
18,526 persons bet $1,238,299 on eight races 
during the spring meet at an Eastern track one 
afternoon in 1943. The average person will think 
that that amount was not only bet but was also 
lost, but it wasn’t. In the first place, mutuel 
money that afternoon was turned over eight 
times. Therefore, $154,787 was all that those 
18,000 people needed to take to the track; that 
is $8.60 each! Just to avoid quibbling call it $10 
per player per capita; this will more than take 
care of the mutuel percentage for the afternoon. 

If those 18,000 people had “lost” $10 each, the 
price they paid for their afternoon’s entertain- 
ment still would have been less than the cost of 
enjoying comparable entertainment; that is, com- 
parable from the standpoint of cost of production 
and length of time over which the enjoyment 
spread But the money wasn’t lost. Some of it 
changed hands; and except for the mutuel per- 
centage for service, the money that came to the 
track before the first race went away from the 
track after the eighth race. Loose talk about in- 
dividual losses and gains, and about cumulative 
totals, gives a totally false impression. 

All lovers of the American Thoroughbred know 

that he has been improved and that the track is 
the true testing ground for that improvement, 
therefore racing “for the improvement of the 
breed” is no idle slogan. No doubt the true lover 
of the horse would like to see more “distance 
races” but the fact remains that whenever the 
modern Thoroughbred is called upon for distance 
or endurance he comes through in grand style. 
This is shown conclusively by the fact that the 
world’s record for every distance from one to 
three miles inclusive has been made since 1920, 
the four-mile record was made in 1912 and not a 
single world’s record for any distance dates back 
of 1906. 
_ The results of the seven Endurance rides held 
in the East and in Colorado beginning in 1919 
show Thoroughbred Endurance of another kind. 
Three of the seven rides were won by the Thor- 
oughbred, two by purebred Arabs, the others by 
a_half-Thoroughbred and a grade Anglo-Arab. 
These rides were over a distance of three hundred 
miles; in the East 245 pounds were carried, in 
Colorado 200 pounds. 

The American Remount Association is perhaps 
better qualified to discuss the influence of Thor- 
oughbred blood on the light horse throughout the 
United States than anyone else. This association 


conducts the Half-Bred Stud Book which was 
founded in 1918 and last year (1944) registered 
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2,452 half-breds. These half-breds are used by 
the Army and by civilians as officer and troopers 
mounts, hunters, jumpers, polo horses, hacks, ete. 
Thoroughbred blood through the Thoroughbred 
sire has improved the quality of such horses in 
this country enormously. A casual survey made 
to get an idea of how many people were interested 
in horses, other than race horses, through use and 
ownership showed 4.7 persons per horse. With 
ten million horses in the country that means 47 
million people, it is believed a more thorough sur- 
vey would support these figures. 

While the statement that “The horse has not 
yielded a single major discovery in genetics” can- 
not be disputed, neither can any other large ani- 
mal claim that distinction. However, the Depart- 
ment of Eugenics of Carnegie Institute can no 
doubt furnish much of interest from the extended 
research on the horse made in the 1930’s. The 
horse has done more than his share for human 
medicine in many ways, not the least is his part 
in the production of vaccines, serums, ete. Valu- 
able experiments in research in many lines are 
being conducted with the horse in many labora- 
tories throughout the country. Yes! The horse 
as always is helping his benefactor man. 

“Do we owe it to ourselves to become a nation 
of horse lovers?” In our opinion the answer is 
definitely yes. We have never seen a true horse- 
man who did not say he was a better man for his 
association with the horse. It is generally con- 
ceded that horsemanship offers an unequaled vehi-

cle for training youth; one might enlarge almost 
endlessly upon the reasons, but we appreciate its 
value in the development of consideration, judg- 
ment, presence of mind, patience, application, 
poise, and fundamental good _ sportsmanship. 
Many of our best schools for boys and girls realize 
this and riding instruction is quite general. The 
unusual increase in riding academies indicates a 
general increase in appreciation of the horse. 

Yes, the United States of America is on its way 
to becoming a nation of horse lovers, despite the 
fact that the editor of Life says “It is time to send 
the horse back to the wilds.”

Buzfuz and Apache romped off and left their 
rivals before reaching the club house turn in the 
muddy going of the Scarsdale Handicap.

Jockey 
Wayne D. Wright roused Apache on the bend so 
that the veteran was on even terms with Buzfuz 
when they reach the short stretch.

From then on to the wire Buzfuz kept his 
head in front but continued to drift out under, or 
despite, the guidance of Tommy Luther.

Le Havre had managed to 
come from far back for show money, four lengths 
off the leaders. Buzfuz, carrying four pounds 
under scale weight, ran the distance through the 
mud only a second below Johnstown’s track 
record. 

The only time Buzfuz has failed to earn as 
much as third money in his single season of com- 
petition was in the Continental Handicap, won by 
Stymie in sensational time.

On October 20, opening day of the charity 
meeting at Churchill Downs, Hal Price Headley’s 
Pellicle was a 7-to-5 favorite in an allowance race. 
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Breaking slowly, he was far back throughout and 
then threw Steve Brooks in the stretch. Accord- 
ing to Brooks, Pellicle had been frightened by the 
shadows of the other horses on the track and be- 
came unmanageable. 

On the following week-end, there were shadows 
galore in the bright sunshine, but the Headley 
gelding was out where he couldn’t see them. He 
broke fast in a closely-bunched group which in- 
cluded his stablemate Menever, Our Bully, Mr. 
Chairman, and Centre Ring. The Headley pair, 
racing head-and-head, showed the way to the far 
turn. At this point Our Bully appeared to falter, 
leaving Centre Ring and Mr. Chairman closest 
to the entry. Coming into the stretch, Centre 
Ring and Menever began to tire, but Mr. Chair- 
man moved up boldly on the inside. The Texas- 
bred colt gained a slight advantage at the furlong- 
pole, but the superior horsemanship displayed by 
Brooks in the tense, final stages brought victory 
by a bare nose, according to the camera. Mr. 
Chairman was in front again in the next stride 
past the wire. Warf, racing with a powerful rush 
in the final sixteenth, got within a length of the 
leaders at the finish. Four lengths back Menever 
saved fourth money. 

The victory of Pellicle was popular with the 
large crowd, which had installed the Headley 
entry the 3-to-2 favorite. Mr. Chairman, which 
had been third to the undefeated Air Rate on sev- 
eral occasions in New England, was a close sec- 
ond choice, at odds of 8 to 5. 

For Mr. Headley, president of the Keeneland 
Association which revived the race in 1938, it was 
the first Breeders’ Futurity triumph since his filly 
Technique scored in 1932, when the fixture was

Great Race by Lawrence 


ELBOURNE, October 8 (By Air Mail).— 

Lawrence is accepted as the best horse in 
Australia today as the result of an amazing ef- 
fort at weight-for-age in defeating the crack 3- 
year-old colt Don Pedro (by Gay Lothario) in the 
Melbourne Stakes of a mile. Don Pedro started 
favorite but Lawrence, last at the three-furlong 
post, staged an amazing run to win narrowly but 
easily by half a length.- 

It was an extraordinary race in many respects. 
Lawrence opened favorite at 2 to 1 but drifted 
to 7 to 2 when Don Pedro firmed from 38 to 1 to 
start favorite at 9 to 4. There was one bet of 
£5,000 to £2,000 about Don Pedro as well as one of 
£3,000 to £1,000, and the owner of Spearmain was 
accommodated with one wager of £7,000 to £500 
by Bookmaker Clive Marsh, who ended the day 
losing more than £15,000. 

It was generally thought that the mile would 
be too short for Lawrence, even over the long 
stretches at Flemington. Furthermore, the Mel- 
bourne Stakes being a w. f. a. race of penalties 
and allowances, Lawrence went to the post with 
134 pounds as compared with 111 carried by Don 
Pedro. The colt has been favorite for the Vic- 
toria Derby for weeks and still is, despite his de- 
feat by Lawrence. After all, it took the best 
horse in the land to lower his colors. 

The race itself was most unsual by w. f. a. 
standards. The brilliant sprinter La Patrice (by 
St. Magnus) saw there was no loafing on the way. 
Although old Tranquil Star led for a furlong, La 
Patrice sped away then to establish a lead of 12 
lengths by the time the half-mile post was 
reached. Lawrence and Counsel were then to- 
gether last, some 20 to 25 lengths behind the run- 
away leader while Don Pedro was getting the run 
of the race varying from fourth to fifth position 
in a field of 16. 

La Patrice rounded the home turn (three fur- 
longs from the judge) still 12 lengths to the good 
over Don Pedro, Tranquil Star, Amana, and 
Bootle. Lawrence was still last and Counsel now 
several lengths in front of him. Then began a 
run that was burnt in the memories of those who 
witnessed it. 

La Patrice still was lengths in front with two 
furlongs to go, where it was obvious she was 
shortening stride and that Don Pedro had her 
measure whenever he liked to assert his superior- 
ity. Don Pedro soon moved to the front and was 
well clear at the furlong-pole. All the time Law- 
rence was passing horses in what seemed to be a 
vain chase—even for third place. But we saw a 
Lawrence we had never seen before. Stretching 
out in great style on the outside of the field, he 
cut them down as with a machine-gun. Could he 
reach Don Pedro? It still appeared improbable a 
furlong from home. But he did, and he won an 
amazing race, with Breasley sitting easily on him 
in the last fifty yards to gain one of the most sen- 
sational w. f. a. wins in the history of Flemington. 

Counsel made a drive at the leaders inside the 
distance but his run was ending when that of 
Lawrence was really gathering phenomenal 
strength and power. Lawrence ran the mile in

Melbourne on Saturday. There were three 
races for them. A filly, Nestani (by (Dhoti), 
ran away with her race. The two colts to win 
their events were Bold Beau (by Kinderscout) 
and Hindu Prince (by (Dhoti). The Dhoti horses 
are doing well in Melbourne and it was a good 
start for the Dastur horse, whose progeny are 
having their second season on the Turf. Nestani 
cost 900 guineas as a yearling, Bold Beau 1,000 
guineas, and Hindu Prince 1,100 guineas. Both 
Hindu Prince and Nestani are owned by a Greek 
named Chris Pappas who had not previously won 
a race although he had raced many costly yearling 
purchases. 


The Edward Manifold Stakes is a special mile 
race for 3-year-old fillies and it went to Norwich, 
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which was sent specially from Adelaide, 500 miles 
away, for this race and the Oaks in November. 
Norwich was equal to the task of beating 19 other 
fillies of her own age. The daughter of Shakuni 
has now won 7% races from 12 starts and earned 
nearly £5,000. 


Euxine (by Hellespont) won the October 
Handicap well enough to be given a chance in the 
Victoria Derby, while Great Victory (by Royal 
Jubilee) won the Stand Handicap on a protest 
which was allowed—to the joy of backers, as he 
was a 3-to-1 chance, with 8 to 1 bar one on offer, 
Great Victory was the early favorite for the Caul- 
field Cup and is back in favor following this good 
performance. Betting on the tote for the day was 
£141,000, a record for an October meeting at 
Flemington. 


Up in Sydney on October 6 that great mare 
Flight (by Royal Step, a son of Heroic) won the 
Craven Plate, w. f. a. race of ten furlongs, by 
leading all the way. She is to be sent to Mel- 
bourne for the Melbourne Cup. In the Craven 
Plate she accounted for the Epsom winner Shan- 
non (by Midstream). 


There was a big smash in the last race at Rand- 
wick on Saturday and Australia’s leading jockey, 
Darby Munro, is in the hospital with a fractured 
shoulder and a smashed wrist which means he will 
have to miss the Caulfield and Melbourne Cup 
meetings. It is bad luck for Munro as he will 
miss the mounts on the A. J. C. Derby winner 
Magnificent (by Ajax) in the Victoria Derby, St. 
Fairy (by St. Magnus) in the Caulfield Cup, and 
Flight in the Melbourne Cup.

Flying Gal is sister to 
stakes winner Fenelon, and half-sister 
to five other stakes winners.

Slowing Down 


EW YORK, October 27.—Things are dropping 

off a bit as the New York season approaches 
its end, though if you were a pari-mutuel clerk 
you couldn’t notice it. Some of the stables shipped 
away to Maryland even during the Laurel Park 
meeting, and still more left for Pimlico. By way 
of compensation, one or two shipped back because, 
as it stands now, it may be a little harder to win 
at Pimlico than at the Empire City meeting. 
Some horses already have left for winter quar- 
ters, at Aiken and elsewhere, and others are be- 
ginning to pack up for the long trip overland to 
Santa Anita Park. 

All of the steeplechasers have moved away, of 
course, since except for the two days of the United 
Hunts meeting the jumping branch of the sport 
closed with the Belmont fall meeting. Belmont 
Park, particularly, seems half depopulated, and 
Superintendent C. V. Boyle’s “Department of 
Building and Grounds” is taking advantage of the 
lull to get in a lot of grading and cleaning up, be- 
fore the temperature gets too uncomfortably low. 

There remain, of course, some 16 days of rac- 
ing, but of these the last eight are of interest 
chiefly to the charities that will benefit by them. 
The charity meeting was held at Belmont last 
year, but this season it has been switched back to 
Jamaica. Maybe, because of the lower overhead, 
it’s better that way, but certainly it isn’t as 
roomy.

Earlier in the week Easton Queen, a $19,000 pur- 
chase from Meadowview Farms, didn’t graduate, 
but did the next best thing by running second in 
the Autumn Day Stakes and getting $2,000 in 
second money, or a little more than the purse of a 
maiden race to the winner.

He 
beat some fairly good 2-year-olds, and it wouldn’t 
surprise anybody greatly if he eventually pays 
out. Anyway he stands at $39,035 net so far, as- 
suming that he hasn’t eaten since the Keeneland 
sale last year. 

Another interesting 2-year-old winner was Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’s Count Speed, a full brother to 
Count Fleet. He had started twice before, and 
had bucked his shins in the second race. Back 
after a rest of more than two months he made 
sport with the field that opposed him, though there 
is no reason to suppose they were a very gay lot. 
It was reported that $100,000 was offered for him 
as a yearling. If the same man will come around 
now he might buy a horse, but observers liked the 
way the colt won, feeling that he showed a bit 
more than average. 

There have been several days of rain in New 
York, and just before the first race on Friday 
there was a short but sizzling storm. It was one 
of those days when everybody hits for the head 
end and tries to stay there, and the jockeys came 
back to the scales after the first race in what 
might be called a fluid condition. They say it was 
perfectly wonderful how many boys came back to 
the jockey room with fevers, colds, sore wrists, 
and injured ankles, and had to take themselves 
off their mounts for the rest of the day. People 
you hadn’t heard of were highly in demand—they 
say boys who didn’t have mounts were hiding 
under things—and in one race there were six 
jockey changes on the board, and more announced 
orally. Anyway, apprentices won three of the re- 
maining six races.

Life and the Horse 


UCH too much fuss is being made over a re- 

cent editorial in the picture magazine Life 
concerning racing, its popularity, and the causes 
therefor. Little boys are always chalking up bad 
words on fences, and I cannot see that much dam- 
age comes of it. Not many people like to be 
abused, of course, but if anyone feels hurt about 
this particular item, I can offer him comfort in the 
words of the great Dr. Johnson: “Abuse is not so 
dangerous when there is no vehicle of wit or deli- 
cacy, no subtle conveyance.” 

As long as racing is abused by writers who 
think the horse is no more intelligent than the 
pig, and that a proof that people don’t like horses 
is that they don’t eat them, I should not advise 
you to take your attention off handicapping the 
next race. When the attack comes from someone 
who is thoroughly familiar with the game and the 
people in it and all the ins and outs of manage- 
ment and governance, then it will be time to 
worry. 

Anyway, abuse isn’t dangerous any more, if it 
ever was. I don’t like to be too patriotic, but I 
believe we’re the best abusers in the world. You 
pick up any newspaper and a lot of people are 
going after a lot of other people, hammer and 
tongs. Every supporter of compulsory military 
training, for instance, is a warmonger, a fascist, 
a Junker, and a militarist, and everyone who op- 
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poses it is a pacifist, an isolationist, and an igno- 
rant jackanapes who doesn’t realize what kind of 
world we live in. Well, nothing comes of all 
this—if anybody took it seriously, by the time any 
election came up everybody would be convinced 
that neither candidate should be trusted not to 
steal a post-hole. 

As for racing, I think quite seriously that 
Mayor La Guardia was responsible for a part of 
the prodigious popularity of the sport in New 
York this year, because he kept forcing it on the 
consciousness of people who might otherwise not 
have thought much about it. Life’s article insists 
that people go to the tracks for money, not sport. 
Well, Life’s readers like money, too. And no one 
is going to be shocked badly to be told that, when 
a man bets on a horse, he wants that horse to win. 
Personally, I think that occasional attacks on rac- 
ing in widely read magazines ought to be subsi- 
dized. Can you remember anything that met the 
abuse and derision and ridicule that greeted the 
birth and early growth of the cigarette? 

We’re always becoming a nation of gamblers, 
or lawbreakers, or a lost generation, or dollar- 
chasers, or materialists, or Pollyannas, or some- 
thing. Think nothing of it; it’s only the wind. 
Vow, et praeterea nihil.

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MARYLAND FALL SALES 


Monday, October 29 


THREE-DAY sales series under the manage- 

ment of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation was begun on the morning of Monday, Oc- 
tober 29, at the Three Cousins Farm in the Long 
Green Valley, at Hyde, Md. The other two ses- 
sions were to be held on the mornings of October 
30 and 31 in the paddock at the Pimlico race 
course. 

Nucleus of the first day’s sale was the dispersal 
of horses owned by the estate of Jerome H. Louch- 
heim, Philadelphia sportsman, who several years 
ago set up the Three Cousins Farm in association 
with Harry F. Louchheim and Henry S. Hork- 
heimer. Mr. Horkheimer is now the only sur- 
vivor among the three cousins, but he has indi- 
cated his intention to continue the farm and he 
was among the most prominent bidders at the 
sale. 

The prices received, though they included no 
fancy figures, indicated that the market for Thor- 
oughbreds, already at the highest level in history, 
is still gaining in strength. For one stallion, 23 
broodmares (one with a foal at side), and nine 
weanlings, a total of 33 head, a total of $41,000 
was received, average $1,242. Highest price was 
the $3,500 paid by Mrs. Danny Shea for the Insco 
mare Inscolita. 

The sale was held “country-style,” with Auc- 
tioneer George Swinebroad and Announcer Hum- 
phrey S. Finney mounted on a farm wagon. 
There were never more than a hundred persons in 
the crowd, but the most active bidders included 
Justin R. Funkhouser (for O’Sullivan Farms), 
Walter J. Salmon, Abram S. Hewitt, Adolphe 
Pons, G. Ray Bryson, Dr. John D. Gadd, and Carl 
G. Rose, pioneer Thoroughbred breeder in Florida.

Crosby Stays Put 


Late last week, (Rube) Samuelson, sports edi- 
tor of the Star News, of Pasadena, Calif., re- 
ported that Bing Crosby had lost interest in rac- 
ing and was planning to dispose of his stable and 
his stock in the Del Mar Turf Club and purchase 
a major league baseball club. 

On Monday, October 29, Larry Crosby, brother 
and business manager of the noted crooner and 
movie actor, announced, “There is no truth what- 
soever in the yarn regarding Bing’s quitting rac- 
ing or being about to sell his interest in Del Mar.”

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DEATH OF GAY DALTON 


AY DALTON, champion at the Hipodromo de 
las Americas for the past two winter seasons 
and the Thoroughbred hero of Mexican racing 
fans, died October 23 at Hollywood Park after an 
illness of several weeks brought on by colic and 
intestinal inflammation. His death followed by a 
little more than a year that of his developer Capt. 
Patrick Irving O’Hay, who died October 18, 1944, 
For Captain O’Hay, Gay Dalton was a “gift” 
horse from two Taos friends, Gaylord Burt and 
Dalton Denton, who bought him for $800 from a 
New Mexico breeder. After declaring his friends 
in on his winnings, Captain O’Hay took Gay Dal- 
ton to Mexico, where in the season of 1943-1944, 
Gay Dalton won six stakes, including the rich 
Handicap de las Americas. Last fall, after Cap- 
tain O’Hay’s death, Gay Dalton was sent to Holly- 
wood Park in care of Trainer M. M. (Buster) 
Millerick. He won a race there before the racing 
ban and was sent again to the Hipodromo. 

Last spring the 5-year-old son of American 
Flag and Traumerette, by *Traumer, again won 
the Handicap de las Americas, among other races, 
He was narrowly beaten by Thumbs Up and 
Texas Sandman in the Santa Anita Handicap, in 
which he picked up $10,000, his last earnings in 
1945. The gallant horse was an odds-on favorite 
to win the rich San Juan Capistrano Handicap— 
his last start—but with his top impost of 130 
pounds he could never get closer than fifth. In 
his remarkable career of 30 starts on recognized 
tracks, Gay Dalton won 19 races, was second once, 
third once, for earnings of $98,479. 

Captain O’Hay’s widow, who had retained an 
interest in the horse, was at Hollywood Park at 
the time of Gay Dalton’s death. The management 
of the Inglewood course set aside a plot in the in- 
field for his remains and announced that here- 
after stakes winners which die at the track will be 
permitted burial there.

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They Run Right 
Hollywood 


URING the closing days of the meeting which 

ended October 20 at Hollywood Park about 
a dozen horsemen volunteered to tell the writer 
that they had never seen a meeting so free of 
unfairness in the way the races were run, where 
horses came so uniformly close to exhibiting 
their full merit in every start. 

To achieve this goal General Manager 
Mackenzie had made two notable innovations, 
both on an experimental basis. One was a mo- 
tion picture of every race, made from towers 
erected just inside the inner rail. The pictures, 
if needed, were ready for the stewards in about 
seven minutes after the race was run. The Tele- 
film Control was described recently in THE BLoopD- 
HORSE. 

The other innovation was called Performance 
Observation Method—POM, the track abbreviates 
it. Horsemen and jockeys were very much im-

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pressed by the Telefilm Control. They could go 
and see the pictures for themselves, and they 
felt confident that no jockey was going to have 
himself photographed taking a leg-lock or hold- 
ing on to a saddle-cloth. The Performance Ob- 
servation Method they were inclined to take less 
seriously. ‘“They’ve got stewards watching the 
races—what’s the use of having twelve other guys 
watching the same horses?” 

I confess to having been fascinated by POM. 
The pictures, in one form or another, appear like- 
ly to carry on. But because POM’s merit is not 
quite so obvious to those who do not climb to the 
Hollywood Park roof, I am going to put in a 
special plug for it and suggest that it be examined 
closely before it is dismissed. Whether it will 
eventually prove worthy of its cost in competi- 
tion with pictures, or as a supplement to pictures, 
I am in no position to judge. But it certainly 
provides a quickly available and permanent rec- 
ord of the fleeting developments of a race—de- 
velopments which always tend to become con- 
fused, misapprehended, and shortly lost forever. 

On top of the Hollywood Park stands, beside 
the tower which houses the stewards, placing 
judges, Photochart, general manager, and an- 
nouncer, a dozen “observers,” mostly race riders 
recently become too heavy to ride, all quite aware 
of what goes on, gather before the racing starts 
every afternoon. They remain there until the 
last event has been run. Twenty minutes before 
each post time, Louis (Apples) Taber, supervisor

is watching a different horse and his rider and telling the mike what they do. 


Each 
Immediately after the 


race the observers’ reports can be played back for the stewards. 
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of the operation, comes along with one of those 
leather bottles with numbered balls inside, and 
assigns by lot a horse for each of the observers 
to watch. 

The observer, equipped with 7x50 binoculars 
and a small microphone, watches the horse from 
the time it comes on the track until it leaves. 
His comments are cut into a small transparent 
disk which can be played back immediately, filed 
away, used for future reference, and played at 
least as many times as an ordinary phonograph 
record. When the recording is finished the ob- 
server immediately makes out a written report 
which summarizes the performance of the horse 
and jockey, and a copy of this report goes to 
the stewards and into a strong box “for use in 
court procedure.” 

The written and spoken records thus made sup- 
plement the more general scrutiny of the stew- 
ards and patrol judges and the photographs of the 
Telefilm Control. They provide a hundred times 
more information than any person can draw from 
a race when he attempts to watch the entire field 
—a virtually impossible assignment. 

As a document for the study of interested track 
operators and officials, I asked Mr. Taber to have 
prepared for THE BLOooD-HORSE a complete ac- 
count of the Hollywood Gold Cup of October 20, 
as permanently recorded by the observers. The 
complete text is set forth in the following pages.

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The Year’s Best 
In France 


By Lt. Frederick W. Bogert 


RANCE, October 4 (By Air Mail).—Among 

the items lifted by the Nazis in their sys- 
tematic looting of France during the occupation 
years were considerable numbers of French 
bloodstock. In fact the Thoroughbred stock got 
a good “going-over” even though it was a tacit 
admission of the inferiority of the so-called Aryan 
racing blood. The equine loot gathered from the 
conquered countries was assembled largely at 
Altefeld, Germany, where the Reich breeding 
farm was located and it was there that most of 
the 100-odd mares, foals and stallions were re- 
cently found. Not all of them have been returned, 
due to transportation difficulties, but Pharis, be- 
longing to Marcel Boussac, is back in his stall 
and some of the others are on their way home. 
Actually the French got back more horses than 
were stolen, thanks to matings carried out by 
German studmasters. No fewer than 25 mares 
with foals at side were recovered, and all the 
horses were in tiptop shape, according to the 
French newspaper France Libre. 

The return of Pharis, winner of the 1939 Grand 
Prix de Paris, must have gladdened the heart 
of Marcel Boussac. As the owner of the leading 
money-winning stable in France, Boussac’s young- 
er winners are mostly by Pharis although two 
of his 3-year-old cracks, Caracalla and Coaraze, 
were sired by Tourbillon, son of *Ksar. Coaraze 
won the Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby), an 
800,000-frane race for 3-year-olds at Longchamps 
over 2,400 meters, while Caracalla is the cham- 
pion 3-year-old of 1945, being undefeated in three 
races. Caracalla won the Grand Prix de Paris 
(1,200,000 franes) at 3,000 meters at Longchamps 
on July 8, defeating Chanteur and His Eminence 
and the Prix Royal Oak (St. Leger equivalent, 
800,000 frances) at the same track on September 
9 at the same distance, beating Basileus and 
Chanteur. His only previous race was on May 10 
at Le Tremblay where he won at 3,000 meters 
over Camarde II and Salustre. 

The biggest upset of the racing season was the 
defeat of Ardan, another Boussac-owned Thor- 
oughbred, in the Grand Prix de l’Are de Triomphe 
on the last day of September at Longchamps. 
This brown 4-year-old (the French describe him 
as a bay but his coat corresponds to brown in 
the U. S. A.) had won four straight races until 
he lost the 1,200,000-frane race to Nikellora, the 
best 83-year-old filly in France. Ardan is by 
Pharis and his dam, the French Oaks winner 
Adargatis, is a half-sister of Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
famous *La Troienne, both having the same dam, 
Helene de Troie, by Helicon. Ardan, a bold-run- 
ning colt, likes to run in front and managed to 
wear down all his rivals until the Prix de l’Are 
when Galene, another front-runner, carried him 
for three-quarters of the distance and then drop- 
ped back, only to have Nikellora come from third 
to beat him by a length. He had previously won 


the Prix Kergolay (3,000 meters) at Longchamps; 
the Prix de Chantilly (2,150 meters) at the same 
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track and two smaller races at Maisons-Laffitte. 
Nikellora, a bay daughter of Vatellor out of Niki, 
owned by Mme. R. Patureau and trained by R. 
Pelat, won the Prix de Diane (Oaks) for 3-year- 
old fillies and the Prix Vermeille, carrying 50 
kilos each race. She carried 54 kilos (118.8 
pounds), lightest weight, in the Prix de L’Are de 
Triomphe, while Ardan was under 60 kilos (132 
pounds). 

Tourbillon is also the sire of the standout in 
the 2-year-old ranks, Tourmente. This filly, out 
of Terpsichore, owned by Henri Ternynck and 
trained by John Cunnington, has been beaten 
once in her five starts, when she was second to 
Nirgal at Maisons-Laffitte over 1,100 meters on 
July 16. Since that time, she has won the Prix 
de Saint-Gatien at Longchamps (1,000 meters) on 
August 19, beating Flamboyante and Berylune,

by seven lengths, going away; the Prix la 
Rochette at Longchamps (1,000 meters) on Aug- 
ust 26, beating Demetrios, Salamis, and Balatme, 
by two lengths, romping; and the Criterium de 
Maisons-Latfitte at Longchamps (1,300 meters) 
on September 17, beating Balatme, Gradisca, and 
Berylune in what amounted to a walkover. 

One of the characteristics of this filly is her 
ability to defeat her rivals without going all out. 
No 2-year-old has extended her this year, and she 
gives the impression of moving slowly because 
of her effortless stride and ease in running. She 
also has the habit of whisking her tail like a 
propeller of a B-29 while running as if to flaunt 
her rivals, and they have seen enough of that 
tail to know it. 

Other winners on the French Turf this season 
include Pheriphas, a 4-year-old by Pharis, winner 
of the Prix de Cheffreville (2,100 meters) and the 
Prix de Mont Canisy (2,100 meters); and Phidias, 
a 4-year-old by Pharis, winner of the Prix de 
Senailly (1,300 meters). Both are owned by the 
Boussac stable. 

In the older class, Micipsa, a 5-year-old horse 
by Tourbillon, and owned by Boussac, won the 
Prix du Prince d’Orange for 3-year-olds and up, 
worth 300,000 francs, at Longchamps on Septem- 
ber 16, beating Samaritain and Galene at 2,400 
meters. Quaker, a 4-year-old colt by Sirtam and 
out of Queen, owned by Marcel Ligeron, won the 
Omnium Handicap (300,000 francs, 2,400 meters) 
on September 9 at Longchamps. 

Basileus, which has been running in the money 
in the 3-year-old ranks throughout the season, 
came into his glory on August 19 at Longchamps 


when he copped the Grand Prix de Deauville 
(600,000 francs, 2,500 meters) over Micipsa.
